OF  THE 

COIIMITTEE  OX  SCHOOLS  OF  COllllOX  COL'XCIL. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Your  Committee  on  Schools,  to  whom  was  referred  “  an  Esti¬ 
mate  of  the  Expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  in  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  year  1857,’'  submitted  by  the 
Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools, 

Bespectfully  Beport, 

That  the  same  has  been  fully  examined,  and  wherever  it  was 
deemed  prudent,  the  amount  asked  for  a  particular  item  has 
been  reduced.  The  nature  and  extent  of  these  reductions  will 
appear  by  comparing  the  statement  of  the  Board  of  Controllers, 
and  the  Ordinance  which  is  submitted  herewith. 

The  members  of  the  committee,  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  public  school  system,  and  the  necessity  of 
greater  harmony  between  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  the  system, 
in  order  that  it  might  be  more  speedily  perfected  in  all  its  parts, 
have  thought  it  best  to  depart  in  some  measure  from  the  practice 
of  this  committee  on  former  occasions.  They  have  visited  the 
schools,  consulted  with  the  Directors,  interchanged  opinions  with 
the  Controllers,  encouraged  the  devoted  and  much  neglected 
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teachers,  and  greeted,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  some  forty  thousand 
of  the  thousand  children  now  taught  in  her  schools. 

They  were  thus  enabled  to  witness  the  practical  workings  of  that 
institution  for  the  support  of  which  the  State  and  City  have 
already  done  so  much;  for  the  improvement  and  enlargement  of 
which,  many  of  our  best  aUd  wisest  citizens  are  willing  to»do  yet 
a  thousand  fold  more. 

The  locality  and  condition  of  the  large  amount  of  property 
which  the  city  owns,  and  which  she  has  devoted  to  school  pur¬ 
poses,  the  urgency  of  the  repairs  required  to  be  made  in  the 
different  sections,  the  necessity  for  the  new  houses  so  earnestly 
prayed  for  by  many  of  the  wards,  and  the  general  condition  of 
the  department,  were  made  the  special  objects  of  their  inquiries. 

The  location  of  the  houses  near  the  Delaware  front  will  soon 
have  to  be  changed ;  only  such  repairs  as  cannot  be  avoided, 
therefore,  have  been  recommended  to  be  made  in  these  localities. 
But  with  regard  to  the  repairs  of  those  houses  which  are  perma¬ 
nently  located,  the  representations  of  the  Directors  were  found 
to  be  correct  in  the  main.  In  one  or  two  instances,  however, 
they  were  constrained  to  curtail  the  proposed  expenditures,  and 
to  recommend  greater  economy.  In  many  houses  there  was 
found  but  one  flight  of  stairs.  The  Directors  very  wisely  urged 
the  necessity  of  constructing  additional  stairs,  otherwise,  in  case 
of  fire,  or  even  a  false  alarm,  serious  consequences  must  follow. 
The  appropriation  for  these  have  been  included  in  the  ordinance. 

The  arrangements  for  heating  many  of  the  establishments  were 
found  very  faulty  :  not  only  was  the  heat  insufficient  in  quantity, 
hut  bad  in  quality.  Frequently  the  schools  have  to  be  dismissed 
for  want  of  warmth  ;  and  at  all  times,  in  some  of  the  schools, 
teachers  and  scholars  are  troubled  with  coughs  and  head-aches 
occasioned  by  the  poisoned  atmosphere  of  the  rooms.  This  is 
caused  by  the  air  passing  over  a  red-hot  surface,  and  instead  of 
being  simply  heated  it  is  decomposed,  its  oxygen  is  consumed, 
and  carbonic-acid  gas  is  evolved  and  combines  with  the  nitrogen, 
and  forms  a  large  proportion  of  the  air  breathed  by  the  occupants 
of  the  building  in  which  these  worse  than  useless  heaters  are 
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constructed.  There  -were  found  in  two  houses,  however,  heaters 
eminently  calculated  to  produce  the  proper  kind  of  heat  for 
schools.  They  were  constructed  by  Messrs.  Morris,  Tasker  k 
Morris,  and  are  located  in  the  Hancock  and  Pollock  school 
houses.  The  air  in  the  rooms  is  as  fresh  as  the  external  air  in 
summer.  Your  committee  would  earnestly  recommend  the 
gradual  introduction  of  this  kind  of  heaters  into  all  the  school 
houses  of  the  city.  The  first  cost' is  large,  but  in  the  end  it 
would  prove  an  economical  expenditure. 

The  committee  has  been  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
department  has  not  received  that  consideration  from  Councils  to 
which  it  is  entitled  by  the  magnitude  of  its  benefits.  Three 
years  have  been  allowed  to  pass  by  without  a  single  new  school 
house  having  been  constructed;  and  this  notwithstanding  the 
rapid  growth  of  our  population,  and  the  cheerfulness  with  which 
the  school  tax  is  paid  by  most  of  our  citizens.  So  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  children  are  clamoring  for  admission  into  our  schools, 
and  the  room  is  so  circumscribed  that  temporary  arrangements 
have  had  to  be  made,  and,  certainly  of  very  questionable  economy 
as  regards  the  health  of  the  pupils,  and  of  questionable  propriety 
as  regards  the  safety  of  life  and  limb.  A  small  two  story  house 
in  Juniper  street,  above  Race,  is  made  to  accommodate  (?)  some 
125  children.  A  room  in  Race  street,  near  Broad,  say  25  by 
30  feet,  is  made  to  hold  about  150  boys  and  girls.  There  are 
no  vard  accommodations  here  at  all,  and  the  foetid  air  was  in- 
sufferable  to  those  not  accustomed  to  it. 

In  Filbert  street,  over  250  pupils  are  cooped  up  in  the  second 
and  third  story  rooms  of  a  building,  the  lower  floors  of  which  are 
occupied  by  carpenters,  coach  makers,  coopers,  and  a  camphene 
establishment.  In  case  of  fire  (and  why  should  there  not  be  a 
fire  there  periodically,  with  such  a  combination  of  combustibles  ?) 
the  accidents  would  certainly  be  frightful.  But  these  instances 
need  not  be  multiplied.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  enormous  rents 
are  now  paid,  and  continually  recurring  repairs  are  made,  which 
might  all  be  saved  if  proper  buildings  were  at  once  constructed 
where  they  are  so  much  needed.  If,  therefore,  it  is  thought  by 
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Councils  to  Ibe  inexpedient  at  tliis  time  to  appropriate  the 
8150,000  asked  for  the  building  of  new  school  houses,  your 
committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  some  fixed  plan  for  future 
operation  in  this  matter.  The  members  propose  a  new  section 
to  the  ordinance,  appropriating  the  money  obtained  from  the 
State  for  school  purposes  (which  this  year  will  be  about  $30,000,) 
to  the  special  object  of  constructing  new  school  houses,  and  they 
respectfully  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  chamber. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  heartily  commend  the 
Public  School  Department  to  the  fostering  care  of  Councils. 
Like  all  other  human  systems  it  has  its  imperfections,  but  even 
in  its  yet  imperfect  and  comparatively  youthful  state,  it  is  a 
system  of  which  Philadelphians  may  well  be  proud.  It  is  exer¬ 
cising,  through  its  corps  of  devoted  and  intelligent  teachers,  a 
controlling  influence  in  our  midst  which  few  of  us  duly  estimate, 
which  none  of  us  fully  comprehend.  Enlarge  its  borders,  multi¬ 
ply  its  means  of  dispensing  knowledge,  let  all  the  children  of  the 
city  be  educated,  and  how  immeasurably  will  you  exceed  in 
prudence  and  a  wise  economy  those  who  restrict  knowledge  to 
the  few  and  thereby  reduce  the  many  to  the  lowest  degradation, 
and  make  them  fit  instruments  for  the  accomplishment  of  evil. 

The  committee  were  highly  gratified  with  the  uniform  courtesy 
extended  to  the  members  by  the  Controllers,  Directors  and 
Teachers ;  and  hope  that  henceforth  a  greater  unanimity  will 
subsist  between  all  the  members  of  the  different  bodies  having 
co-ordinate  powers  and  the  same  responsibilities  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  this  important  department.

In  obedience  to  the  general  regulations  of  the  school,  I  submit 
the  present  Annual  Report.  It  covers  the  thirty-sixth  and 
thirty-seventh  terms,  ending  respectively  on  the  10th  of  July, 
1856,  and  the  12th  of  February,  1857. 

On  the  1st  of  September,  1856,  Mr.  F.  A.  Rodse  resigned  his 
position  as  Professor  of  German,  and  on  the  1st  of  October,  the 
third  assistant,  Mr.  Stuart,  resigned.  The  department  of  Ger¬ 
man  was  thereupon  abolished,  the  other  vacancy  was  not  sup¬ 
plied,  and  the  salaries  of  the  Principal  and  of  the  senior  Pro¬ 
fessors  were  reduced,  so  as  to  bring  the  expenses  of  the  school 
within  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Councils. 

The  course  of  study  having  been  drawn  up  with  reference  to 
the  employment  of  two  more  instructors  than  are  now  allowed, 
and  one  of  the  leading  studies,  the  German,  having  been  dropped 
altogether,  it  became  necessary  to  make  some  modifications  of 
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the  course,  in  order  to  adapt  it  to  the  altered  circumstances  of 
the  school. 

In  readjusting  the  studies  for  this  purpose,  the  question  arose, 
'whether  it  was  expedient  any  longer  to  maintain  the  arrangement, 
known  as  the  English  course.”  This  arrangement  had  always 
been  attended  with  serious  practical  difficulties,  and  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  very  limited  number  of  pupils  who  chose  it,  had 
become  very  expensive,  requiring  the  full  time  of  one  instructor 
for  a  mere  handful  of  boys.  This  will  appear  more  fully  from 
the  following  table  giving  the  numbers  belonging  to  the  two 
courses  in  the  several  classes.

Each  hour,  some  one  of  these  small  sections,  averaging  only 
18  pupils,  occupied  the  time  of  one  instructor,  while  the  sections 
throughout  the  school  averaged  more  than  40.  The  whole  of 
one  instructor’s  time,  and  one  hour  a  week  of  another  instructor, 
were  taken  up  with  these  small  sections.  Considering  the  dimu¬ 
nition  in  the  number  of  instructors  and  the  consequent  import¬ 
ance  of  making  every  one’s  time  as  available  as  possible,  it  was 
thought  desirable  that  these  small  fractions  of  classes  should  be 
got  rid  of,  and  that  the  gentleman  having  charge  of  them,  instead 
of  teaching  only  18  pupils  per  hour,  should  be  charged  with  full 
classes,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  instructors. 

That  this  might  be  done  without  loss,  seemed  apparent  from 
a  consideration  of  the  nature  of  the  studies  involved,  and  of  the 
arrangement  by  which  this  special  course  had  been  maintained. 
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A  pupil  of  the  English  Course  and  a  pupil  of  the  Principal 
Course  belonged  to  the  same  class  and  recited  together,  except 
during  the  hour  devoted  to  the  Languages.  In  that  hour  the 
former  omitted  the  Latin  or  French,  and  attended  to  certain 
other  studies.  Thus  the  studies  which  they  had  in  common  con¬ 
stituted  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  whole.  The  only  studies  of 
the  English  Course  not  included  in  the  other,  were  Book-keeping, 
Uranography,  Etymology,  Mensuration  and  Arithmetic. 

The  studies  of  the  school,  which  are  really  most  important 
and  most  prized  by  parents,  were  common  to  both  courses.  The 
only  one  peculiar  to  the  English  course,  that  parents  esteem  par¬ 
ticularly  important,  was  Book-keeping.  This  is  so  much  prized, 
that  many  parents,  who,  for  the  sake  of  other  studies,  chose  the 
Principal  course,  complained  that  their  sons  were  thereby  de¬ 
barred  from  learning  book-keeping,  and  they  frequently  asked 
that  this  study  might  be  made  common  to  both  courses,  in  the 
same  manner  as  Penmanship  and  Drawing.  Of  the  remaining 
studies,  of  the  English  course,  it  was  obvious  that  Arithmetic 
and  Mensuration  might  be  connected  with  the  instructions  in  Pro¬ 
fessor  Yogdes’  department,  Etymology  with  the  Latin,  and 
Uranography  with  Astronomy. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  further  to  be  observed,  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Languages  lost  the  entire  time  of  one  instructor,  by 
the  wdthdraw'al  of  Professor  Koese,  and  that  of  Mathematics 
one,  by  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Stuart,  who  was  occupied  entirely 
with  teaching  Algebra.  In  re-arranging  the  studies,  therefore, 
it  was  thouD*ht  advisable  that  some  additional  force  should  be 
thrown  into  these  departments.  In  view  of  the  whole  subject, 
the  following  modifications  of  the  course  of  studies  w^ere  ordered 
by  the  Controllers,  at  their  meeting,  November  11th,  1856,  to 
take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term. 

The  English  course,  as  such,  was  discontinued ;  Book-keeping 
was  made  a  part  of  the  regular  course,  to  be  studied  by  all  the 
pupils ;  so  much  of  Mr.  Fisher’s  time  as  was  not  found  necessary 
for  teaching  book-keeping,  was  to  be  given  to  the  Latin  ;  the 
Principal  also  'was  to  give  a  portion  of  his  time  (say  two  or  three 
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hours  a  day,)  to  the  Latin ;  Etymology  was  to  he  taught  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Latin,  Uranography  with  Astronomy,  and  Arith¬ 
metic  and  Mensuration  with  the  studies  of  Professor  Vogdes’ 
Department ;  and,  finally,  Professor  Hopper,  who  had  heretofore 
given  six  hours  a  week  to  History,  and  the  rest  of  his  time  to 
Mathematics,  was  to  give  to  Mathematics  his  whole  time.

In  arranging  a  scheme  of  study  and  an  order  of  exercises,  in 
accordance  with  this  plan,  I  have  endeavoured  to  avoid  that 
undue  multiplication  of  studies  and  books,  which  has  heretofore 
been  a  subject  of  much  complaint.  The  total  number  of  studies 
contained  in  the  course  remains  about  the  same  as  formerly. 
But  fewer  studies  are  pursued  at  the  same  time  by  the  same 
pupil.  A  pupil  under  the  new  scheme  takes  up  four  or  five 
studies  and  finishes  them,  before  beginning  others.  Algebra  is 
finished  before  taking  up  Geometry.  The  study  of  Latin  is 
dropped,  soon  after  beginning  that  of  French.  So  of  other 
studies.  Nearly  all  the  studies  that  are  pursued,  are  attended 
to  daily,  instead  of  recurring  only  twice  or  three  times  a  week. 
The  only  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  such  subjects  as  Composi¬ 
tion,  Drawing,  Penmanship  and  the  like,  which  are  prolonged 
purposely  through  the  course,  and  are  attended  to  only  once  or 
twice  a  week. 
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The  number  of  instructors  being  two  less  than  heretofore,  it 
became  necessary,  in  making  a  new  order  of  exercises,  to  divide 
the  lower  classes  in  such  manner  as  to  make  two  sections  less  than 
formerly.  Divisions  F  and  G,  which  were  divided  into  three 
sections  each,  now  make  only  two  sections  each.  It  became 
necessary,  also,  gradually  to  reduce  the  whole  number  of  students, 
by  admitting  fewer  at  each  examination,  as  some  of  the  sections 
under  the  new  arrangement  were  found  to  be  entirely  too  large. 
Those  of  Division  G,  for  instance,  number  sixty-three,  which 
is  more  than  can  be  taught  efficiently  in  one  class.  Under  the 
system  of  gradual  reduction,  however,  which  has  been  ordered 
by  the  Committee,  these  very  large  classes  will,  in  the  course  of 
a  year,  be  brought  m*ore  nearly  upon  an  equality  with  the  others. 

The  scheme  of  studies  as  thus  re-adjusted,  the  text  books  in 
use,  and  the  new  order  of  exercises,  are  given  in  the  following 
tables :

ORDER  OF  EXERCISES  OF  THE  CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 
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Of  the  600  students  who  attended  school  during  the  36th 
term,  169  were  declared  meritorious,  and  81  distinguished ;  88 
left,  having  remained  in  the  school  less  than  two  years;  40 
received  testimonials  of  having  completed  partial  courses ;  and 
23,  having  completed  the  full  four  years’  course,  were  admitted 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  was  also  conferred  upon  12  graduates  of  the  four  years’ 
course,  of  not  less  than  five  years’  standing. 

The  commencement  was  held  at  the  National  Hall,  on  the  10th 
of  July,  1856.  The  Honorary  Address  was  delivered  by  Frank 
K.  Hippie;  the  Salutatory  by  Thomas  Hart,  and  the  Valedictory 
by  Jacob  G.  H.  Ring,  Jr.  Other  speeches  were  made  by  Joseph 
W.  Wilson,  Edward  C.  Mitchell,  William  D.  Shubert,  George  F. 
Collom,  Joseph  D.  McKee,  Daniel  E.  Wyand,  Thomas  W.  Mar¬ 
tin,  James  W.  Latta,  Edward  D.  Mullen,  George  W.  Corliss, 
and  Edward  E.  Coxe. 

Of  the  576  students  who  attended  school  during  the  3Tth 
term,  121  w^ere  declared  meritorious,  and  96  distinguished ;  65 
left,  having  remained  in  the  school  less  than  two  years  ;  50 
received  testimonials  of  having  completed  partial  courses,  and 
18  having  completed  the  full  four  years’  course,  were  admitted 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  was  conferred  upon  14  graduates  of  the  four  years’  course, 
of  not  less  than  five  years  standing.  The  names  of  those  thus 
distinguished  are  given  in  the  Appendix. 

The  commencement  was  held  at  Jayne’s  New  Hall,  on  the  12th 
of  February,  1857.  The  Honorary  Address  was  delivered  by 
James  Morgan  Hart ;  the  Salutatory  by  David  Hinkle,  and  the 
Valedictory  by  William  J.  Perry.  Other  speeches  were  made 
by  Edward  J.  Tiel,  Albert  W.  Thompson,  Robert  J.  Stapleton, 
Charles  H.  Coxe,  James  Houston  Patton,  Ninian  H.  Caldwell, 
William  C.  Nelson,  William  T.  Robinson,  and  William  Jenks 

Fell. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  250  students  have  been  admitted 
on  examination,  namely  i  145  in  July,  1856,  and  105  in  Februa¬ 
ry,  1857.  This  makes  the  whole  number  admitted  up  to  the 
present  time  3,727. 
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During  the  past  year  303  students  have  left,  namely:  172  in 
the  36th  term,  and  131  in  the  37th  term.  Of  those  who  left, 
41  had  completed  the  full  course,  123  had  completed  two  years 
or  more  of  the  course,  but  less  than  four  years,  and  139  had 
completed  less  than  two  years.  These  results  are  given  in  more 
detail  in  the  following  table:

From  the  organization  of  the  school  in  October,  1838,  to  the 
present  time,  a  period  of  18J  years,  the  whole  number  who  have 
left  is  3,177.

The  attendance  during  the  year  gives  the  same  remarkable 
results  noticed  in  previous  reports.  The  average  number  absent 
has  been  less  than  ten  a  day  (9.64,)  and  the  rate  of  absenteeism 
less  than  two  per  cent.  (1.84.)  The  most  favorable  attendance 
was  in  the  month  of  November,  when,  during  a  period  of  four 
weeks,  there  were  less  than  six  a  day  absent  (5.95,)  and  the  rate 
of  absenteeism  was  only  a  little  over  one  per  cent.  (1.14.)

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

This  remains  essentially  the  same  as  described  in  previous  re¬ 
ports  ;  the  aim  being,  not  so  much  to  give  the  pupils  a  very  varied 
and  extensive  education,  as  to  perfect  them  in  those  studies 
which  they  will  be  required  to  teach,  and  to  introduce  them  to 
such  of  the  higher  branches,  as  are  best  calculated  to  improve 
their  minds,  and  develop  their  reason  and  judgment. 

By  a  recent  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Controllers,  Phonogra¬ 
phy  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  studies  pursued  in  the  school, 
and  instruction  has  been  imparted  in  that  branch  since  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  present  year,  by  a  member  of  the  Phonographic 
Society.

The  length  of  time  necessary  to  complete  the  regular  course 
of  study  depends,  to  a  very  great  extent,  upon  the  ability  and 
industry  of  the  pupils.  The  usual  time  is  two  years  j  a  few 
have  passed  through  the  school  in  one  year  ;  while  others  have 
found  it  requisite  to  remain  a  much  longer  period. 

That  any  are  able  to  graduate  in  so  short  a  time  as  one  year, 
may  be  explained  by  stating,  that  not  unfrequently,  pupils  enter 
the  school  at  an  age  much  beyond  that  fixed  for  admission,  with 
minds  already  matured  and  stored  with  information  received  at 
other  institutions  of  learning ;  their  object  being,  not  so  much  to 
gain  knowledge,  as  to  acquire  the  ability  to  impart  it  to  others.

SCHOOL  OF  PRACTICE. 

The  School  of  Practice  still  retains  its  former  efficiency,  and 
is  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  connected  with  the  institu¬ 
tion.  It  (Was  established  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  pupils 
of  the  Normal  School  to  acquire  that  practical  knowledge  of  the 
teacher’s  art,  without  which,  a  mere  theoretical  acquaintance 
with  the  branches  to  be  taught,  will  be  of  little  avail.  Here  the 
pupil  teachers  are  trained  for  their  peculiar  work.  Seven  of 
them  are  engaged  at  one  time  in  giving  instruction,  under  the 
constant  supervision  of  three  permanent  teachers,  who  are  ready 
to  step  in  with  their  advice  and  assistance,  whenever  the  young 
and  inexperienced  teacher  is  at  a  loss. 

The  advantages  of  such  a  school,  so  far  as  the  training  of  the 
future  teacher  is  concerned,  must  be  evident  to  every  reflecting 
mind ;  and  the  great  improvement  made  by  the  pupil  teachers 
during  their  brief  continuance  in  the  School  of  Practice,  both  in 
ability  to  control  a  class,  and  to  impart  instruction,  proves  be¬ 
yond  a  question,  the  usefulness  of  this  department.* 

But  the  pupils  instructed  in  this  school  have  also  many  advan¬ 
tages.  Their  teachers  being  but  a  few  years  older  than  them¬ 
selves,  have  not  yet  forgotten  their  own  difficulties  in  the  pursuit 
of  knowledge,  or  the  means  that  were  successful  in  removing 
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tliem.  By  ready  aid  and  sympatliy,  they  can  often  smooth  the 
path  of  the  child,  and  remove  the  stumbling  blocks  from  her 
course,  better  than  an  older  teacher,  who  has  forgotten  the  trials 
of  her  own  school  days.  The  young  teacher,  also,  knowing  that 
she  has  her  reputation  to  make,  and  anxious  to  succeed,  brings 
to  her  aid,  all  the  knowledge  that  her  zeal  and  industry  enables 
her  to  gather.  Increased  light  is  thus  thrown  upon  every  sub¬ 
ject  :  the  pupils  become  inspired  with  respect  for  their  teacher’s 
superior  information,  and  with  a  desire  to  emulate  her  efforts  for 
their  good.  Mutual  esteem  is  awakened ;  the  recitations  are 
animated  and  instructive  ;  and  where  all  are  too  busy  to  be  dis¬ 
orderly,  discipline  is  easily  maintained. 

The  pupil  teacher  catching,  thus,  a  brief  glimpse  of  the  work 
before  her,  returns  to  her  class  with  an  increased  sense  of  its  ex¬ 
alted  nature.  She  studies  more  with  reference  to  her  future 
profession,  she  learns  to  feel  something  of  the  dignity  of  her 
position,  and  is  raised  above  these  petty  faults,  which,  however 
excusable  in  others,  she  feels  to  be  blots  on  the  character  of  one 
who  aspires  to  the  sacred  calling  of  the  teacher.

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EXAMINATIONS. 

The  ability  to  communicate  in  writing  what  is  known,  being 
regarded  the  highest  test  of  thoroughness,  it  has  been  the  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  Normal  School  for  some  years  past,  to  have  a  short 
weekly,  written  examination,  in  some  one  branch  of  study  pur¬ 
sued  in  the  school,  giving  to  each  its  due  share  of  attention.  By 
this  means,  both  teachers  and  pupils  can  test  the  progress  which 
has  been  made,  and  ascertain  to  what  points  increased  attention 
becomes  necessary. 

The  results  of  these  examinations  are  carefully  preserved,  and 
form  one  means  of  determining  a  pupil  s  position  for  the  succeed¬ 
ing  term.  By  comparing  these  results  with  those  of  the  daily 
recitations,  the  standing  of  any  pupil  may  be  seen  at  a  glance. 

The  tendency  of  this  practice  to  insure  thoroughness  in  every 
branch  of  study,  is  evident  from  the  results  already  obtained, 
while  it  aids  materially  in  giving  clearness  and  precision,  both 
to  thought  and  expression. 


DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  Normal  School  is  maintained,  not  by  fear 
of  punishment  or  of  loss  of  reputation,  but  by  the  more  ennobling 
influence  of  moral  principle.  During  the  whole  period  of  my 
connection  with  the  school,  which  dates  from  its  first  organiza¬ 
tion,  I  can  recall  very  few  instances  where  moral  suasion  was  not 
found  amply  sufficient  to  control  even  the  most  wayward.  The 
advanced  age  of  the  pupils,  and  the  exalted  position  for  which 
they  are  striving,  raises  them  to  a  great  extent  above  childish 
faults,  and  brings  them  into  a  degree  of  friendly  and  affectionate 
intimacy  with  their  teachers,  highly  favorable  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  finer  feelings  of  the  mind  and  heart.  It  is  no  un¬ 
usual  occurrence  for  a  pupil,  who  has  a  naturally  troublesome

and  turbulent  disposition,  to  pass  through  the  Normal  {School 
without  giving  her  teachers  any  cause  of  complaint,  because  her 
affections  are  called  forth,  and  she  refrains  from  misconduct  lest 
she  should  lose  the  approbation  of  those  whose  good  opinion  she 
has  learned  to  prize. 

It  is  true  that  a  most  rigid  registration  is  made  of  each  pupil’s 
recitations  and  deportment,  which,"  as  I  have  said  before,  at  the 
close  of  each  term,  is  combined  with  the  results  of  the  written 
examinations,  and  thus  aids  in  determining  her  standing  for  the 
ensuing  term.  But  as  the  teachers  desire  to  awaken  in  their 
pupils  a  higher  motive  of  action  than  a  mere  regard  for  marks, 
it  is  not  their  practice  to  inform  their  pupils  what  they  daily 
receive.  The  influence,  therefore,  exerted  by  this  means,  must 
necessarily  be  indirect,  yet  it  is  far  from  being  powerless,  as  it 
impresses  the  pupils  with  a  sense  of  their  accountability,  by  re¬ 
minding  them  that  they  are  daily  determining  their  own  reputa¬ 
tion  and  future  position.  The  power  of  conscience  is  also  in¬ 
creased,  by  the  necessity  of  their  being,  as  it  were,  the  judges  of 
their  own  characters  ;  it  rarely  happens  that  they  are  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  justice  of  their  teachers’  decisions,  even  when  un¬ 
favorable  to  themselves. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  in  this  place  to  speak  of  the  de¬ 
portment  of  the  members  of  the  school  during  the  last  term, 
while,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  three  weeks,  the  institution 
was  without  a  regular  head.  Many  of  the  friends  of  the 
school  feared  for  the  result,  and  the  course  of  events  was  watched 
with  great  anxiety.  Those  fears  have  proved  entirely  unfounded, 
and  the  pupils  have  most  triumphantly  vindicated  the  value  of 
moral  influence  as  a  means  of  discipline.  At  no  period  in  the 
history  of  the  Normal  School  has  its  internal  condition  been  more 
prosperous,  never  has  there  been  more  unhesitatiug  obedience, 
more  cheerful  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  their  teachers,  or 
more  regularity  and  punctuality  in  attendance.  Too  much  com¬ 
mendation  cannot  be  given  to  the  pupils  for  their  earnestness  and 
faithfulness  during  the  trying  period  which  has  just  closed. 
Indeed,  I  cannot  recollect  making  a  single  request,  while  in  charge 
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of  the  school,  that  did  not  meet  with  a  cheerful  and  unhesitating 
response.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  they  have  risen 
higher  than  ever  in  the  regard  of  their  teachers  and  of  all  the  friends 
of  the  school. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  that  has  just  closed,  has  been 
equal  to  that  of  any  former  period.  Aware  of  the  importance  of 
every  day’s  instruction,  nothing  but  circumstances  beyond  their 
control,  has  power  to  detain  a  pupil  from  her  seat  in  the  school. 
While  their  punctuality  in  being  in  their  places  at  the  appointed 
time,  when  we  consider  the  shortness  of  the  winter  mornings, 
the  great  distance  many  of  them  have  to  come,  and  the  early 
hour  at  which  the  school  opens,  affords  unmistakable  evidence 
of  the  great  interest  which  they  feel  in  their  studies. 

The  time  of  daily  attendance  is  five  hours,  and  the  number  of 
recitations  six;  this  is  exclusive  of  the  exercises  in  Vocal  Music, 
Practice  in  Teaching,  and  attendance'  upon  Lectures. 

TEACHERS. 

It  was  the  misfortune  of  the  Normal  School,  shortly  after  the 
commencement  of  the  last  term,  to  be  deprived  of  the  services  of 
its  highly  esteemed  Principal,  Dr.  A.  T.  W.  V  right. 

We  cannot  express  our  sense  of  the  loss  which  the  school  has 
sustained  by  this  dispensation.  Dr.  Wright  was  prominently 
concerned  in  this  enterprise  from  its  commencement.  He  pos¬ 
sessed  those  rare  qualities  which  enabled  him  to  bear  the  school 
onward  and  upward  through  the  strong  opposition  which  it  had 
to  encounter  for  some  years  after  its  organization,  from  those 
who  considered  it  a  needless  and  expensive  addition  to  our  com¬ 
mon  school  system,  and  who  thought  that  to  know  a  thing  one¬ 
self  was  sufficient  evidence  of  ability  to  impart  it  to  others ;  and 
he  was  mainly  instrumental  in  placing  it  on  the  firm  basis  which 
it  now  occupies,  and  in  giving  it  that  stronghold  on  the  public 
sentiment  which  it  now  possesses. 
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Never  was  there  more  untiring  devotion,  or  ardent  zeal  mani¬ 
fested  in  anj  cause,  than  was  exhibited  by  the  late  Principal  of 
the  Normal  School,  in  its  prosperity  and  usefulness.  It  was  the 
object  of  his  constant  solicitude,  and  no  effort  was  spared  to  place 
it  in  the  first  rank  of  institutions  of  a  similar  character. 

He  accomplished  his  object,  but  he  sacrificed  himself ;  and  he 
is  now  compelled,  in  consequence  of  broken  health  and  a  shattered 
constitution,  prematurely  to  retire  from  the  work  to  which  he 
had  consecrated  his  life. 

The  Normal  School  is  his  work.  May  it  long  remain  the  proof 
of  his  wisdom  and  sagacity,  and  may  those  who  have  left  and 
who  shall  leave  its  walls,  to  join  the  teachers’  ranks,  ever  trea¬ 
sure  and  put  in  practice  the  principles  he  so  sedulously  labored 
to  instill. 

As  the  senior  teacher  in  the  institution,  the  charge  of  it  de¬ 
volved  upon  me  during  the  time  it  was  without  a  Principal. 

I  have  endeavored,  as  far  as  possible,  to  carry  out  the  views  of 
Dr.  Wright,  and  to  have  every  department  of  the  school  go  on 
exactly  as  it  did  before  he  left.  In  this  work  I  have  had  the 
entire  and  most  earnest  co-operation  of  every  teacher.  All  felt 
that  it  was  a  most  anxious  and  critical  period  in  the  history  of 
the  school,  and  each  one  has  labored  as  though  personally  re¬ 
sponsible  for  its  success.  That  those  labors  have  not  been  in 
vain,  the  present  condition  of  the  school  fully  testifies.  ' 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Controllers,  held  January  13th, 
1857,  Philip  A.  Cregar,  A.  M.,was  unanimously  elected  to  the 
office  vacated  by  Dr.  Wright.  This  gentleman  brings  to  his  new 
position,  fine  abilities,  and  long  experience  as  a  teacher,  and  he 
will  no  doubt  carry  on  the  work  of  his  predecessor  with  distin¬ 
guished  success. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  a  change  was  also  made  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Music.  Mr.  Bower,  who  has  been  engaged  for  two 
years  in  giving  instruction  in  this  branch,  resigned  his  situation 
to  assume  other  engagements,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Bishop  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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
